In 
a special arrangement with the Rock and Roll 
Hall of Fame and Museum, which opens Labor 
Day weekend, we’re offering a joint ticket to 
Elvis + Marilyn and the Rock Hall for $16.

Elegantly threading the whole summer to- 
gether are the Wednesday Evening Festivals, 
June 7 to August 30. Stop in after 5:00 any 
Wednesday this summer for an inspired evening 
of art, food, music, movies, lectures, gallery 
talks—even dance and poetry.

isions of Love and Life: Pre-Raphaelite 
Art from the Birmingham Collection, 
England, presents a wide range of 
images that belie common stereo- 
types about the movement. In addition 
to the celebrated paintings of beauti- 
ful women and Victorian life, many 
fascinating drawings are on display, 
revealing how the artists prepared and 
crafted their images. Some are quick 
observational sketches, while others 
are large, highly finished watercolors 
that have the impact of paintings. The 
exhibition also includes five stained- 
glass windows designed by Dante Gabriel 
Rossetti that tell the story of St. George and the 
Dragon. Made for a private house, these win- 
dows are amusing, lighthearted renditions of 
the famous tale. 
Today the name “Pre-Raphaelite” may seem 
confusing because it occurred in 19th-century 
Britain. Even the artists were unhappy with the

title. Yet “Pre-Raphaelite” does suggest the 
revival of the ideals of the Middle Ages and the 
early Renaissance as well as the group’s deter- 
mination to refute the academic sense of control 
and balance achieved by the painter 
Raphael around 1500. 

The art of the Pre-Raphaelites 
was out of favor for much of this cen- 
tury, perhaps because it seemed heavy 
and literal-minded compared with 
more popular movements like Impres- 
sionism. Beginning about 20 years 
ago, however, viewers and scholars 
found new interest in the intense col- 
oring and subjects of the Pre-Raphaelites, and 
the exhibition further contributes to an appre- 
ciation of the diversity of their art. The installa- 
tion of the exhibition in Cleveland will include 
a recent acquisition that vividly reflects the 
range of the Pre-Raphaelites’ influence. See 
the next page for Henry Hawley’s discussion of 
this beautiful object.

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Recent Acqusition 


he Scottish-born sculptor Alexander 

Munro was not an official member of 

the Pre-Raphaelite Brotherhood, a 

group of young artists who in 1848 
banded together in an effort to reform what they 
saw as the deficiencies of contempo- 
rary English painting and sculpture. 
Yet he was one of the few sculptors 
closely associated with their circle, 
and his work perhaps most clearly 
reflects their objectives. Paolo and 
Francesca, an early work, is included 
in Visions of Love and Life, the Pre- 
Raphaelite exhibition on view through 
July 16. 

Toward the end of his life, in the 1860s 
Munro hit upon an original formula for sculpted 
portraits of women—high reliefs in a circular, 
or tondo, format with the subject’s hair fanning 
out to fill the entire available space around the 
head. In arriving at this design, Munro may 
have been inspired by representations of 
Hamlet’s girlfriend Ophelia floating in a stream 
after her suicide, with her hair spread out in the

water. The most obvious possible source of this 
vision was the famous painting of the subject by 
John Everett Millais done in 1851, a study for 
which is in the pre-Raphaelite exhibition. 
Among Munro’s portraits of this kind is one 
recently acquired for Cleveland in- 
scribed MARY LADY MOLYNEUX FOR 
JULIA MOLYNEUX HER CHILD 1868, 
also in the exhibition. It portrays an 
attractive young woman in what might 
have been an image of conventional 
feminine allure. Instead, Munro chose 
to depict his subject as unsmiling, with 
a fixed, wide-eyed stare directed 
straight ahead. Her beautiful hair swirls 
around her face, essentially negating any sense 
of a body to which the head might be joined or 
a space in which the person represented might 
exist. The result is a portrait of unusual emo- 
tional intensity, and hence it is a sculpture 
closely allied to the Pre-Raphaelite principles 
recorded by the movement’s chronicler, Will- 
iam Michael Rossetti, as “direct and serious 
and heartfelt.”

o celebrate the September opening of 

Northeast Ohio’s newest cultural in- 

stitution, the Rock and Roll Hall of 

Fame and Museum, the Cleveland 
Museum of Art will bring the king and queen of 
American pop culture to town. Elvis + Marilyn: 
2 xImmortal goes on view August 
2. Through depictions of two stars 
who names are synonymous with 
America in the 1950s, this enter- 
taining and challenging show 
draws attention to issues concern- 
ing “high” and “popular” cul- 
ture, the nature of celebrity, the 
desirability and necessity of icons, 
and the role of the media in their 
creation. 

Justly famous when they were alive, Elvis 
Presley and Marilyn Monroe became legends 
after death. Elvis + Marilyn examines, in four 
thematic sections—cultural, heroic, mythic, 
religious—how these two charismatic figures 
became icons, using paintings, sculptures, and 
photographs as well as mixed-media and instal-

lation pieces. In fact, the more than 130 works 
in the exhibition chronicle aspects the past 40 
years of contemporary art, from Willem de 
Kooning’s Abstract Expressionist painting to 
Joseph Cornell’s box of memories, Christo’s 
wrapped magazines, Andy Warhol’s photo- 
silkscreens, Audrey Flack’s 
superrealist painting, Howard 
Finster’s folksy portrait, Robert 
Arneson’s funky ceramic bust, 
Keith Haring’s cartoons, William 
Eggleston’s photograph, and 
Ashley Bickerton’s construction. 
The programs that accompany 
the show are a collaborative effort 
of the CMA and the Hall of Fame. 
The music, lectures, films, workshops, and mural 
project promise to keep University Circle hop- 
ping in August (see pages 16—17 for a complete 
listing), with more events planned for Septem- 
ber. So take your cue from the lyrics of another 
American original, rockabilly star Carl Perkins

he glowing, pulsating scene repro- 

duced above is the frontispiece for a 

sutra, a sacred Buddhist text, painted 

in Korea during the 1300s. Called the 
Avatamsaka Sutra, this collection of writings 
centers on the infinite paths to enlightenment 
and is one of Buddhism’s fundamental docu- 
ments. The last section, which provided the 
subject for the frontispiece, is called the 
Gandavyiha Sutra. It tells the story of a young 
boy’s pilgrimage in search of spiritual 
enlightment. During his travels, Sudhana sought 
out many bodhisattvas (enlightened beings who 
have remained on earth to teach others how to 
reach that state). The frontispiece depicts one 
of those lessons, a central moment in the sutra, 
as the lonely pilgrim (the figure with his back to 
us) addresses Maitreya, the Buddha of the Fu- 
ture, who is preaching to attendants assembled 
on the terrace of an elaborate celestial garden. 
The manuscript is actually a booklet, folded 

into panels or pages, most of which contain 


calligraphy. Two large flowers set within a 
scroll pattern of smaller flowers decorate the 
cover, with the title in the cartouche at the 
center. All these elements are painted in gold 
and silver. When the booklet is open, the title, 
frontispiece, and text appear in sequence, right 
to left. 

Manuscripts like the museum’s new acqui- 
sition were specially commissioned acts of reli- 
gious piety or personal merit, and official court 
rites often accompanied their completion. The 
monk-scribes or professional calligraphers at 
the royal scriptorium who executed the sutras 
produced entire sets that were then stored in 
ornate mother-of-pearl lacquer boxes. Justly 
famous during the 14th century, many of these 
calligraphers were sent to Korea’s powerful 
neighbor to the north, China, in response to 
demands for their skills. 

Only four such illuminated manuscripts 
from the Koryé period are currently known in 
the West, and this sutra is the first to enter the 
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Frontispiece for the 
Avatamsaka Sutra 
(Hwadmgyong). Korea, 
Koryo period, 1300s. 
Gold and silver paint 
on indigo-dyed (mul- 
berry) paper, 20.4 x

the composition is 
almost entirely cov- 
ered with delicate gold 
brushstrokes. This 
characteristic of Koryo 
sutra painting does not 
occur elsewhere in 
Asian pictorial art 
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Typically, abuddha fz 


or bodhisattva 
stands on an open 


flower. Instead, the ' 


calligrapher placed 
the title there on 
the sutra’s cover 
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The opening four text panels of the 
Avatamsaka Sutra. Of the booklet’s 
96 pages, 91 contain calligraphy in 
Chinese characters, the written 
language prevalent in Korea at the 
time the manuscript was made 
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museum’s growing collection of Korean art. The 
intense lines of gold creating the scene and the 
sharp, energetic calligraphy of the text charac- 
terize 14th-century Korean manuscript illumi- 
nation, a high point in that country’s cultural 
history. Indeed, because of their sumptuous 
materials, powerful calligraphy, and expressive 
pictorial force, Kory6 period manuscripts were 
unrivaled in medieval East Asia. In them, the 
majestic ideas of the Buddhist sacred texts 
found a new visual form, luminous and lively in 
reflective golden brushwork. The stylization of 
composition, forms, and lines calls to mind 
modern abstraction. Yet to anonymous painter 
and patron alike, the illumination represented 
a pious act of dedication to the Buddhist faith 
and its search for human enlightenment.
